Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's amended claims 1 5 8, 16, 19, and 20 will not be entered. 

2. Applicant's amended claims 1, 8, 16, 19, and 20 require further search and/or 
consideration on the part of the Examiner. Therefore, they will not be considered. 

Specifically, claims 1,8, 16, 19, and 20 recite "...wherein the alternative item is selected 
based on previously stored viewing preferences of the user." Applicant's original claim 3 (which 
was rolled into each amended claim) recites "...wherein the alternative item is selected based on 
viewing preferences of the user." Applicant's insertion of "previously stored" would result in 
further consideration and/or searching on the part of the Examiner. Therefore, the amended 
claims and Applicant's accompanying arguments will not be considered. 

3. Applicant also argues there is no motivation to combine the Black and Hendricks 
references. In the original Non-Final Action, the Examiner states ". . .it would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in this art at the time of applicant's invention to combine the system of 
Black with the system of Hendrickss in order to provide a system capable of recommending 
alternate media content selections based upon a user's dissatisfaction with the original media 
content." Applicant goes on to argue that the Examiner's statement of motivation "seems to be a 
paraphrase of potions of independent claims of Applicants' claimed invention." The Examiner 
finds this argument unpersuasive. 
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In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, 
a more detailed explanation of the previous motivation statement will be provided. The 
examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). 

The Examiner's stated motivation is not a recitation of Applicant's claim language, rather 
it is the underlying objective of the Black and Hendricks combination. Black alters screen items 
based upon user reaction, while Hendricks suggests programming based upon a users likes or 
dislikes. In the present case, the motivation to combine can be stated in more detailed terms: to 
provide a system capable of recommending alternate media content selections based upon a 
user's dissatisfaction with the original media content in order to assist the user with program 
selection (i.e., media content selection) as recited in Hendricks Col. 2, Ln. 25-27. Accordingly, 
the Examiner did provide sufficient motivation as supported by the Hendricks reference. 

4. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is 
based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on 
obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so 
long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the 
time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the 
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applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170 USPQ209 (CCPA 1971). Accordingly, the motivation recited in Col. 2, Ln. 25-27 of 
Hendricks was known at the time of Applicant's invention and therefore, is sufficient. 

5. In view of the above arguments, the Examiner maintains the Final Office Action mailed 
5/1 7/2005 was proper.
